Wonders of f.lcciririly. 
In discussing n lectiiiv dulivored be- 
fore tlio Societj of Arts in Jjoudon by 
Mr. Alexaudor Siemens, ou tlte trans- 
luission of powor by electricity, tlie 
London Slandard says that he dealt 
witli a subject which is di^tined to play 
u oonspicuou.s part in the future of the 
workVs history. "It would seem," it 
Kuys, "as if much we have hitherto 
deemed wonderful and almost perfect 
in the domain of practical science was 
about to vanislt iiwuy. A new competi- 
tor outers the field, armed with a subtle 
and irresistible power, and promising 
not merely to joerform old things in a 
better way, but to accomplish that 
whicli has been hitherto unattempted, 
if not altogether undreamed of. Even 
the railway, the perfection of mechan- 
ism and engineering art — is not secure. 
It may, indeed, remain; but there 
seems a possibility of undergoing a 
change which will make it a now thing 
altogether. Expcnnientiil railwayB, 
worKud by electriiM ly, have been known 
for about two years ; but a commence- 
ment has now been made in a business- 
like form, and the Huburbs of Berlin are 
now witness to the opening of a public 
line of railway, in which the moving 
power takes the shape of electricity. 
The beginning is small, but it is 
real, and as it already presents the 
ajjpearance of success we may look 
for its extension. The Prussian 
authorities have ollieially decided 
that the vehicle thus traveling 
on rails is a tramcar, and must not 
go at a higher average speed than nine 
English miles, or just a fraction more, 
per hour. This so-called tramcar is in 
reality an electrical carriage, very well 
capable of performing in five minutes 
the jouniey on which it is compelled to 
expend twice that amount of time. 
There is no reason why several carriages, 
each with its own electrical appliance, 
should not be joined in one train. The 
motive power will thus be equal to steep 
gradients, and the machinery could in 
an instant be made to exercise the most 
efl'octive brake powor. When a proposal 
was put forth some time book for an 
overheatl street-railway in Berlin, on 
the Simons and Halske system, a oaloii- 
lution was entered into as to cost. It 
was then estimated that the first cost 
for the railway and all its accessories 
would bo under £12,000 per mile. The 
rolling-stock would be of sm^l extent, 
liut it was shown that, if 200 trains ran 
[jer day, can-ying on an average five or 
six passengers each, at the charge of a 
penny i)er mile for each passenger, all 
the expenses would bo paid, including 
depreciation and repairs and 5 per cent, 
on capital. Unfortunately, there were 
oljjeotiona to the Sidieme. People ab- 
horred the idea of railway possengora 
peering in at their first-floor windows, 
and the Emperor did not wish to see one 
of the handsomest thoroiighfares of the 
tmpital tlisligured. Hence the conces- 
sion was not granted and the project re- 
mains in uboyunco. 



DSEFUL HINTS. 



Housckecpiug Hpreafter. 
Housekeeping, as now conducted, is 
loo big a job for these who undertake to 

ilo it a fact jjractically realized in all 

households. Not even the meat favored 
are free from danger of periodic break- 
down in the over-taxed machinery of 
domestic administration, and the com- 
mon experience ia that the geai-ing runs 
anything but smoothly at best. Tho 
oue matter of trouble with servants 
is becoming such a cijiiig evil that it is 
talked of whenever housekeeixirs meet, 
and the public prints aie burdened with 
discussions of remedies uud plans for 
obtaining better "help." This agita- 
tion will i-reseutly make plain that the 
servant trouble lies too deep to be 
reached by clumges in the personnel of 
tha service, It is not that cooks and 
churobermaidp uro so greatly at fault as 
that too much is demanded from them. 
Tho work to be done requires greater 
ilitplliKt-'DOo niid iibjljly than can bo in- 
duced to enter 4om(!3tin survioo at pres- 
ent, 

Necessity commouding and oppor- 
tunity inviting, an attempt to institute 
better methods of housekeeping cannot 
long bo deliiyed. 'Cbc centripetal force 
ol Bocjetv, poll-lit ill eoiJinieree and arts, 
will he jHTiuitti-l u^;iiii to wuilify tho 
conduct of householil niiUirs ; autiug, as 
heretofore, by rcniovinf; certain kiuda 
of work from the liomo, and mak- 
ing them thu ba.^in ol u now business. 
The kinds or work to bo liansplanted 
are those which biing din and litter into 
the house, tlioso winch roquhe and 
which proiUico lient, and those which 
deniaud a nmn's si l ength or ap ejpertja 
skill. In pliiin words, tho household ia 
to bo relieved of tli<i heavy and ^os^ 
l^bprs. uud lUsp Ml" tiiiHguU trying 
pperfitioBs co{)nt3f)^etl y/im cookpg, 
woehing, ifpnjng, heating and cleaning.

JioiLlNii water will remove tea stains 
and miuiy fruit staiub ; pour the water 
through the stain, and thu.s prevent it 
from .spreading over the labric, while 
soaking in milk before washing will 
alway.s remove ink-staina from any 
fabric.

To MAKE rosewaler : Dissolve ottm- of 
roses, SIX druiiiiih uvoiniui ms, in strong- 
est rectified sjinit ( litit ), one imperial 
pint. Throw the aolatiou into a twelve- 
gullou ca.'bay, ami add ten gallons pure 
distilled water at IHii deg. Fuhronheit. 
At ouce cork tlie ciirlioy (nt first loosely) 
ana agitate the wliolf liriskly (at first 
cautiously) uutil iiuite cokl. 

Table-Cloths.— Table-cloths of black 
cashmere, with a broml Ixirder of pale 
blue velvet, edged with broad uohl braid 
at each edge, are very onmniental. 
Dregs of wine, with black or cream-col- 
ored border, worked with black and 
California-gold silk is also handsome. 
One can vary the colors to suit tho fancy, 
only do not use too gaudy oolora as the 
efl'ect will be injured. 

Plsh Scale .lEWEi.ny. — Tho best 
scales for this work we taken from 
shecphead and the red fish. Wash well 
in cold water to which has been added a 
little ammonia. Cut a pattern of a loaf, 
put it on the scale and cut it out. After 
you havo enough seales cut this way, 
pierce two holes iii each leaf, one in tlie 
center, the other where the stem should 
l)e. Put a bit of tine silver wim through 
the holes, and twist the ends together 
for about half an inch, then place an- 
other leaf oa one end of tho same wire, 
and twist the wire as before, then ])ut 
another on the opposite wire. You can 
form fail leaves the same way. The 
flowers are formed in almost the same 
way, exeapt you place a small pearl bead 
in the center of each. Tendrils can bo 
made by coiling tho wire around a num- 
ber six needle. Those intended for a 
pin should bo hound to a small safety 
pin or a cufi pin, and tho earrings ore 
fastened to gold wire which, is bent iiito 
the proper form.

Smitu with regard to the House of 
Peers : — One of tho most original ideas 
promulgated by Mv. Goldwi.v S.mith, 
according to the London World, is that 
the abolition of the Plouse of Lords 
would not be an altogether democratic 
measurO) inasmuch as in case the Peers 
were thus ^deprived of their hereditary 
legislative powers they could not justly 
be longer excluded from the House of 
Commons. The great influence and 
wealth of the jieers, who own a large 
|iroportion of tlie land, would enable 
them to form a party in the Lower 
House, so strong that no premier could 
afibrd to ignore them, and thus they 
would possess the reality of power where 
now, owing to the fact the House of 
Lords is almost com[)elled to confine its i 
functions to registering tlie decrees of | 
the Lower l[ouso, they only pcssess j 
the shadow. These are in eflect the ' 
arguments of Mr. (iOLDWIN S.mith and 
others before him who have had this 
opinidn, for the idea is far from being 
a new one. It is iini)ossiblc to gauge 
ihb influence which the IFouse of Lords 
has at present upon the legislation of 
(ireat Britain. It is not to be mea- 
sured by the amendments made to iin- 
])ortant legislation coming from the 
Lower House, or by the legislation hav- 
ing its inception in their Hou.'.e. The 
knowledge that all measures have to 
pass an extremely Conservative body, 
tlie precise effects of whose opposition 
cannot be foreseen, acts as a deterrent 
to the propensity to extreme legislation 
in the Lower House. As was seen in 
the case of the Irish Land Act, araend- 
nieiits which were lost by comparative- 
ly small majorities were carried in tlie 
Upper Houao and were then accepted 
by the Government. It is doubtful 
whether, in cose tho Peers became eli- 
gible candidates for the Commons, they 
would greatly strengthen in number 
the Conservative party in the House. 
They would probably take the places of 
their elder or younger sons or other 
candidates on whoso election they now 
spend their influence and wealth, and 
who pretty well represent the in- 
terests to which they owe their elee 
tion.

Arrival of the Sntorprlso. 

After a detontion'6^^8 hours the steam- 
er Enterprise reached her wharf yester- 
d,ay at 'J:'30 p.m. She started from New 
Weatminater at her' usual time on Wed- 
nesday morning in a dense foij. Groping 
her way down tho river, all went well till 
near lirouio's cannery when she grounded 
ou the shallows in that roach of tho 
stream. Getting oft' easily in the after- 
noon the boat proceeded down to the en- 
trance into the gulf, but tho fog was so 
dense on Thursday morning that Capt. 
Gardiner did not deem it advisable to 
risk crossing the sand heads and accord- 
iiii,dy remained tied u^i till yesterday 
morning. The Princess Louise p-aased 
the fog bound steamer in the river and 
reported that outside the sand heads the 
gulf was comparatively clear of fog al- 
though still dense in the river. This was 
found tn be Uie case, and after passing 
tho lii;lit sliip no more difficulty was ex- 
perienced. The Etta Wliite and Slope 
were both met near Plumper Pass going 
up. No inconvenience was e.vperiencod 
by tho paaseiiKcrs; but tho largo number 
of cattle on hoard, (io in number, did not 
fare so well.

Geography Eighty-Sovoa Years Ago. 

A ma]i bearing the title of " A New- 
Map of North A merica," published in 
London in tiie year 1791, has been 
handed us as a curio.sity in its -way. 
The map was pablishcd sometime after 
tlie close of the Eevolution, and is not 
yet a century old. Tho Atlantic Coast 
is well defined, and the divisions of tho 
thirteen original States are marked. 
Tlie group of West India Islands are 
denoted thn "Antilles," and the reader 
is informed that tlicy were discovered 
by "C. Columbus." The geograjdiy of 
Mexico and the Central American 
States was well understood. The Gulf 
of California is well defined, but the 
Colorado River at the head of tiio Gulf 
is only shown as an insignificant 
stre.im, loss than fifty miles long, and 
without a name. A note is printed 
stating that "California was thought to 
bo an island till Eusebius Franci.s 
Kindo, between the years 1 G98 and 
1701, discovoreil it joined to the Con- 
tinent, of which the Hoyal Society re- 
(•(!ived information in 1708.' Alta 
California has no other designation than 
"New Albionj" it has no boundaries, 
but appears to 'include all the land" 
north of California prcper, and west of 
the Sierra. Tho islands oil' i\ic const 
of Santa Barbara arc figured, and 
naniPH given to them which they do 
not now hear. Point Conception is 
laid down on this map, but Monterey 
Bay is not figured. This is the more 
remarkable since at that date there 
was a jNIission station at ^Monterey — 
or at San Carlos iu the immediate 
neighborhood — and another station had 
been established on the north side of 
the bay at Santi-^ Cruz. 

Besides Spani.sli vcshoLs which had 
entered that bay, llussian and English 
vessels had entered it, and there were 
many ranritimo people who could have 
made ,a pretty accurate map of it, 
although it waa not known generally 
to the commercial world. The Bay of 
Han Francisco is not figured at all, but 
in the vicinity we have laid down 
" Port Sir Francis Drake, 1579," show- 
ing a slight indentation of the land ap- 
parently ■where the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco now is, because the Farallones are 
figured as lying a little to the north of 
this bay. It is a mooted point whe- 
ther Sir Fr.mriH Dralcp ever saw tho 
Bay of San Franci.sco. But Drake's 
B.ay is laid down on the map preci.sely 
where tiie Bay of San FranciHCO. now 
is, only it' is- figured as^ai iuddbmiieJ in- 
dentation of the Ifttid' and the real bay 
is not figured at all. If tlie aivthority 
of this map were to hp followed, it 



would appear that Sir Franci.s Drake 

did actually enter the Golden date, 
sailing up for a considerable distance, 
and then returning without h."»vir.g dis- 
covi5red the luagnilicent bay beyond. 
He found an inlet, but did not explore 
it. And this is Just what tjie map 
shows and no more. ' ■ ' 

Five or six hundred miles north of 
Drake's Bay on the coast i.s the desig- 
nation, "Opening discovered by -Martin 
D'Aguilor in 1003." The opening sho^vs 
an inlet and a river traced into the in- 
terior on a straight line showing that it 
takes its rise in "Winipingue Lake." 
I.s this Columbia river .afterwards dis- 
covered by: Capt. Gray 1 Some three 
hundred milcj further north there is 
this record, "Impelling by .luan De 
Fuca in 1591." The Straits of Fuca 
are here designated, but nothing but an 
inlet is shown extending into the land 
a few miles. Behrings Straits were 
well known because long before the 
date of this map exploring expeditions 
litid entered the Arctic Ocean by this 
route. 

Within the memory of .some now liv 
ing this was a .satisfactory ma]) of the 
country. The Ordinance of '87 had 
just been extended over the country 
west of the (Jhio river. Much of it 
was an unex]ilored couutry. Little was 
known of the country west of the Mis- 
sissippi river, and that little was con- 
finett to trapjiers and hunters. They 
|ieni_.trated iiilaiiit as far as the Tlocky 
MouiitaiiiH, 'I'lieie was n general im- 
pression that the territory belonging to 
the luiited St.ates extended as far west 
lis tho Pacific (.icean. But Mexico was 
claiming the Pacific coast on the south 
and Russia was claiming it on the north 
and these claims overlapped. At a 
luneli later period it was hold that our 
territory exteniieil to tho Pacific 
coast, taking in the territory iicv includ- 
ed in the .stati' of tJregonand a part of 
that included iu U'ashingtoii Terri- 
tory, the boundary line being finally 
fixed at a point much further south 
than tho United States originally claim- 
ed. The jiolitical cry of " fif ty-fonr 
forty or fight " did not estab- 
lish our claim to the territory now 
included in P>ritis[i Columbia. Louis- 
iana belonged to the French. The 
boundary lino was the middle of the 
Mississippi River. Florida was a 
jungle inhabited by Indians. The terri- 
tory iiicludod in tho great State of 
Ohio is not evon marked on this map. 
The (ireat Lakes of the northwrst are 
well-defined. Beyond the Mississijipi 
ri\ er there is a blank. Nothing wag 
known of !t which would justify the 
gcogrupher in noting any of its physi- 
cal characteristics. Perhaps there 'were 
better ma])s of that date But this one 
is founded on tho "definite treaty con- 
cluded at Paris February 10, 17C3, with 
great improvement." 

Fighty-seven years ago, when this 
luaj) was made, the physical features of 
two-thirds of the continent of North 
.Vinerica were not known. The best 
map then published contained no more 
man a mere conjeciure as to itje vase 
country beyond the Mississippi river. 
Two thousand miles of the north 
coast of the Pacific is figured only as a 
more conjecture T'lie ocean itself was 
dotted with islands which never ex- 
isted, and the more important groups 
were entirely omitted. A map like 
this serves to impress one with the 
fact of an extraordinary development. 
The five millions of population have 
become fifty millions. An Empire has 
been founded on the Pacific Coast 
where bays and rivers were not figured 
on the maps used in the schools fifty 
years ago. We smile at the crudity of 
tills old map. What a small country 
it TV'as within tho memory of some now 
living'? What a country will it be 
within the- observation of some who 
are now studying geography in the 
common schools of tho land? The 
maps of the country we are using to- 
day may seem as crude to the next 
generation, or to those who shall be 
living a hundred years hence, as the 
old map is to us who examine it to-d,ay.
